tive alfo, and upon the Demife of the Old 
King, would have beenalfo Heir Apparent.

The King of France could ther, even 
from his own Words, have had no Pretence 
to have contiaued Kiag Pbilip in Pofieflion 
of the Crown of Spain § for that he has all 
aiong Agreed, that it is not Reafonable or 
Safe for the Peace of Ewrope, that the Mo- 
narchies of France and Spain fhould ever 
come to be Govern’d by the fame Perfon, 
and has offer'd to enter into any Meafures 
with the Allies to preventit. 

It has always, till now, been the Notion, 
nay, an Eftablith’d Principle of the Confe- 
derate Powers of Britain and Holand, That
